RAILROAD RUMORS. 


ELKO, Nev., Jan. 24th, 1889. 


EDITOB STATE JOUBNAL:—Tbe air of 


•ontheaBtcru Nevada is jo.t now full of 
railroad^umors and the papers full ol 
railroad building. The building of a 
railroad baa been tbe subject of con- 
siderable discu«bion and consideration 
on the part of tbe people ol southeast- 
ern Nevada for the past six or seven 
years. Quite a number of surveying 
and engineering parties have been in 
the fit Id from Salt Lake at different 
times, organized by different parties. 
Tbe recent official action on tbe part of 
the Chambers of Commerce of both 
Salt Lake and Los Angela give tbe 
project a tangible and an official shape. 
Tbe entire distance from Salt Lake to 
Walkers Puss, in the Sierras, is about 
600 miles, and Ibe entire distance does 
not present any tngineenug difficulties 
or surveying obstacles to the construc- 
tion of a first class railroad. Tbe entire 
distance Irom Salt Lake to Los Angeles 
is estimated to be ahont 840 miles, and 
that the snm of $20,000 per mile will 
he sufficient to build and eqaip the 
aame. Heretofore tbe south one-third 
ol this State has laid dormant for the 
want of tarnsportatioo facilities, capital, 
and activB population to make available 
the vast mineral resources, agricultural 
and fruit possibilities of this highly m- 


lorethe reading public ol Salt Lake, 
and eastern capitalists and railroad men, 
ia due to the able editor of the Salt Lake 
Tribune, Charley Goodwin, who Is an 
old Nevadan and true friend ot the 
State. 


IABTXRN HKRD3. 


Notwithstanding Ihe recent cold «iap, 


stock ot all kinds are doing exceedingly 
well. Tbns far no tears are entertained 
of any heavy loss of Block, unless we 
bave eieeedmgly aevere weather be- 
tween tbe present lime and the idt s of 
the coming March.

There aie severnl 
fine streams of water, the most noted ol 
which fljws southeast from tbe Wuile 
Pine rang?, btside Ibis, Ihe conntry in 
many pUces w dotted with springs, both 
hot aud cold, and good water is obtain-' 
able in most places where streams or 
springs are not found, by sinking a few 
leet below tbe iorface.
